Survey reveals residents’ local shopping patterns

When it comes to shopping locally, Didsbury residents art' 
looking for affordability and more variety, according to the 
recently released results of he Town of Didsbury Retail 
< >pport unity Survey. 

The nine-question survey was distributed to 1,000 resi¬ 
dents, with their utility bills, in September. Though only 10 
[H*r cent of the surveys were completed and returned, 
Colleen Gustavson of Economic Development for Didsbury 
says “10 per cent response is better than expected by many 
standards to achieve a well balanced representation." 

When asked how many times a month they purchased 
items outside of the community, the majority of respon¬ 
dents (28 per cent) responded 11 or more times. 


Twenty-four per cent responded that they purchased 
items outside the community three or four times a month. 

Retail (women’s/menVchildren’s) was the top answer 
when asked what goods or service was used regularly but 
not available locally. It was also the top answer when asked 
what items or services would locals like to have in our com¬ 
munity. 

Thirty per cent of those that responded to the survey said 
they spent anywhere between $261 and $500 a month on 
goods outside of the community. The biggest complaint 
given about shopping locally was high prices followed by 
there being no variety in shopping locally. 

A whopping 93 per cent said that when they shopped out¬ 
side the community for an item they typically shopped for 
other items as well. 

Lower prices was a suggestion made by the majority of 


survey respondents (29 per cent) that local businesses 
could do to encourage people to shop locally. Sixteen per 
cent suggested offering a variety of products. 

Although 56 tier cent answered that the hours of business 
were sufficient to their needs, 44 per cent answered no, and 
most of them felt that businesses needed to stay open later. 

Out of a number of various comments and suggestions 
the most common suggestion on the survey was for busi¬ 
nesses to be more progressive. 

In th(> report presented to council, Gustavson said that 
local merchants could use the survey as a “t ool to improve 
or expand their business and services, as well as validate 
areas where they may already be succeeding." Gustavson 
also suggested “the survey could be used in conjunction 
with the gap analysis to attract new business to the conunu- 
nity."

Community-wide trail system under consideration

The first step towards development of a comprehensive 
trail system within Didsbury has been reached with the unveil¬ 
ing of a first draft plan for general design and construction 
specifications. 

Several years ago, council embarked on a plan to develop a 
pathway and trail system that would connect all districts in 
town to each other as well as to the downtown central core 
area 

Council requested its contracted planner - the City of 
Airdrie’s planning department - to develop a plan that would 
guide the completion of the system. 

Tlie overall objective of the masterplan is to combine path¬ 
ways, trails and urban connections that accommodate major 
users like commuter bicyclists, recreation bicyclists, pedestri- 
ans, cross country skiers, snowboarders, and skateboarders, 


according to the plan’s authors. 

Tlie draft plan considers the development of greenways, 
parkways, trails, pathways, urban connections and walkways. 

It also includes consideration for bicycle parking, rest areas 
with benches, waste receptacles, and dog bag dispensers, and 
signage basic requirements for development, inspection, anil 
maintenance of tlie system. 

But as town CAO Roy Brown points out, there is still work 
to be completed on the plan including organization and prior¬ 
itizing sections of the pathway system. 

The draft plan does not include project priorities or a map. 

Development of Didsbury’s Centennial Thiil began last year 
in Centennial Park, at 16 Street and the Highway 582 Bypass 
Road, where it connects to three new baseball diamonds. 

“In 2<XI8, a paved one kilometre pathway was constructed 
and has enjoyed significant use even though the existence of 
this pathway Ls not yet widely known,” Brown informed coun¬ 
cil recently. 


Council has been asked to provide feedback on the draft 
master plan so that administration can bring a fiiuil draft back 
to council for consideration later this month. 

If administration and council tin' able to finalize the master 
plan, council will !*• asked to consider budget funding for 
another portion of the trail in 2009. 

With recent development growth in Didsbury, the draft 
plan's authors say neighbourhood pathway usage Ls changing 
from primarily recreational use to more connectivity use 
lietwcen residential, schools, downtown and commercial 
industrial areas. 

The development of a regional path connecting sports facil¬ 
ities has also initiated a growing interest in i>edestri;in and 
bike commuting, according to the draft plan. 

Town council has identified improving the town’s overall 
pathway and trail connections as a priority to continue provid¬ 
ing a desirable place to live ;uid work, according to the draft 
plan. 
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What is Kin Child Care? 

It is a funding program that offers eligible low and 
middle-income families the opportunity to pay a 
relative to care for their children.

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Power bills to jump

FortisAlberta serves as the area’s power 
distribution company, meaning it is res|x>nsi- 
ble for the upkeep, metering ;uul construc¬ 
tion of power infrastructure such as power 
lines, substations ;ui<! home power meters.. 

The increase will only apply to a cus¬ 
tomer’s distribution charge, not the overall 
cost of the bill. 

“FortisAH>erta has lx-on able to control 
costs while managing the company’s capital 
program to support significant customer 
growth and improve reliability of the electric¬ 
ity system for the Irenefit of customers," 
explains Karl Smith, President and CEO of 
FortisAllrerta. 

The company’s capital expenditures are 
expected to total approximately $:i(X) million, 
with nearly half going towards the construc¬ 
tion of new facilities and repairs. 

Tlie company is also implementing new 
automated metering technology in some 
communities this year that will allow for 
exact readings of monthly power usage* 
rather than estimates. 


Didsbury and area residents can cx|hh'( to 
st*o a slight jump in their power hilts come 
this January after FortisAlberta was given 
approval for an 8.6 per cent rate increase. 

A typical residential customer who uses 
600 kWh of power per month could see the 
distribution charge on their bill increase by 
about $2.20 |H*r month, or about 2.4 |H*r cent 
overall including retail energy charges. 

Combined with last year’s rate increase, 
customers have seen a 17.1 percent increase 
in distribution fees on their bills. Prior to 
2008 the last increase was in 2005 when rates 
were hiked by 2.1 |>er cent, followed later in 
2007 by a 1.1 per cent decrease. 

The Alberta Utilities Commission gave 
approval to the rate increase on Dec. 17. The 
commission must approve all rate changes 
for electricity, natural gas, water and 
pipelines before providers can pass on any 
changes to consumers.

Cough medicine restricted

Didsbury Review not use for longer than seven days.” 

“Sometimes parents don't realize that 
over-the-counter medicine can still have 
serious side effects if not dosed properly,” 
suggested Blatz. 

He said that often there may be times 
where a parent will up the dose of the 
medicine if the child keeps coughing or 
give another dose of medicine two hours 
later instead of the recommended four or 
six hours later. “There is a risk of people 
giving more doses than should be given.” 

According to Blatz, administering cough 
medicine to young children has always 
been a little controversial; he often sug¬ 
gests non-medicinal alternatives for 
young children such as humidifiers or a 
Tylenol. 

“Even if that child was under six (before 
the changes) usually I would suggest they 
try something even if it’s a low dose of 
decongestant and hopefully that will help 
them sleep better at night...(but) if it’s a 
runny nose and not causing problems usu¬ 
ally it’s best not to give anything at all." 

If you are unsure of dosage when admin¬ 
istering medicine to your children, Blatz 
has one suggestion. “Evaluate that possi¬ 
ble risk with any possible benefit and if it 
won’t work or make a huge difference 
then it’s best not to give anything.”

Following Health Canada’s recent 
announcement about changes in chil¬ 
dren’s cough medicine, Didsbury resi¬ 
dents have shown little concern or ques¬ 
tions about the changes. 

“(There was) relatively good coverage 
(in the media)...from what I saw it 
explained things fairly well so I think 
most people got the idea (of what the 
changes were about),” said Value Drug 
Mart’s pharmacist, Brad Blatz. 

Blatz said that he did have a few cus¬ 
tomers come in with questions. 

“You know the changes are now with 
restrictions to children under six, so we’ll 
have questions like ‘my child is five so can 
I use it for them?’” 

In the middle of December, Health 
Canada announced its decision to make 
changes to the labelling of certain pedi¬ 
atric non-prescription cough medicine 
and cold products in Canada. 

By the fall, labelling of pediatric cough 
and cold medicine will be required to 
carry advisories such as: “do not use this 
cough and cold product in children under 
6 years of age," and “do not exceed the 
single and maximum daily dose and dura¬ 
tion of use recommended. Higher doses

a Happy Now Year! I hope 
everyone’s celebrations to ring 
in (he new year were safe and 
happy! 

The usual trend that comes 
with ringing in the new year is 
New Year’s resolutions. 1 have to 
say this year is no different than the others when 
it comes to resolutions. The common ones I have 
been hearing are “eating better,” “quit smoking,” 
and “work out more.” This year my best friend 
said that one of her resolutions was to “try more 
new things.’ I like that one. 

I guess my question is, why wait until the new 
year comes around for people to make these res¬ 
olutions? 

1 understand that it’s the beginning of a new year 
and in some sense it’s better to start a new year 
with a fresh start. But if someone is adamant on 
making changes in his or her life - why wait? 

If you are ready to make changes (for the better) 
in your life, it makes sense to start the changes 
right away, or when they best suit you to make 
them. 

For example, I made a resolution to budget my 
finances better. Conveniently, this decision of 
mine came around Christmas and my next pay 
period doesn’t hit until the new year, so it makes 
sense for me to start now. I wasn’t waiting for the 
new year, it just worked out that way (buying 
Christmas presents and then flying home for 
Christmas took a toll on my finances!). But had it 
been in the middle of July, I could have started it 
then. 

People expect a new year to bring new changes. 
But isn’t it all about what you make it? Similar to 
the self-fulfilling prophecy, if you think it enough, 
you begin to believe it and eventually thoughts 
become actions and you are living the life you 
believe you should be living. I guess this is also 
similar to the thoughts stated in the book, The 
Secret. 

I know for me to say this now may not mean so 
much seeing as how it is the beginning of a new 
year but honestly, I believe that if you want to see 
changes in your life, even if it does include work¬ 
ing out more or anything, start the changes when 
you are ready for them or when you decide to. 

I guess I just feel that making resolutions often 
results in disappointments because you have such 
expectations of yourself vowing that you’ll make 
changes in the new year. When you don’t follow 
them you only disappoint yourself. 

So I say if you want to resolve to make changes 
in your life, do it when you are ready for it. Don’t 
call it a New Year’s resolution. Consider it a 
change you’re ready to make in your life and if the 
changes happen to come at the beginning of a 
new year then 1 guess it just works out for you to 
have a fresh start for a new year. But please don’t 
hold such high expectations of it because it’s a 
new year. Remember, regardless of when it is dur¬ 
ing the year, you are allowed to make a fresh start 
anytime you want. 


We're stuck in a global mess t hat was 
not our making and is beyond our 
capacity to fix. 

What the government can do is to 
protect Canadians as much as possi¬ 
ble. This means using and enhancing 
existing programs, such as 
Employment Insurance and the Child 
Tax Benefit, to support the most vul¬ 
nerable Canadians. We can use selec¬ 
tive tax cuts to put more money into 
the hands of Canadian consumers, 
and thereby stimulate local 
economies. We can create a stimulus 
package that is aimed more at Main 
Street than at Bay Street, that helps 
the little guy first. 

The e -onomists we consulted sup¬ 
ported a stimulus package that would 
be broadly national in scope, that 
would use existing monetary policy 
and fiscal tools such as El, that would 
be more than a hodgepodge of wish 
lists cobbled together from particular 
regions, industrial sectors and firms. 

Here the jigsaw puzzle provides a 
good analogy. The primary responsi¬ 
bility of governments is to establish 
the borders, getting all the straight 
pieces aligned rather than trying to 
build up from the middle, from the 
jumble of well-intentioned pleas for 
special attention. 

Even going this far, however, will 
mean deficit spending in the short 
term, and no one pulled back from 
this necessity. Rather, the hope is that 
if were smart and disciplined 
enough, which is a big if, we should 
not fall back into structural deficits 
for the long run. 

There is also broad support for 
increased infrastructure spending as 
part of the stimulus package, but for 
spending on projects that are "shovel 


It is rare for Canadians to approach 
the beginning of a new year with such 
a pervasive sense of anxiety, even 
foreboding, but it's hard to be festive 
when surrounded by bad economic 
news on virtually every front. 

If we use the language of president¬ 
elect Barack Obama, we have moved 
from a financial crisis on Wall Street 
to a recession on Main Street, and 
Canadians are left with no idea as to 
how long and deep that recession will 
be. All we know for sure is that our 
personal wealth, the value of our 
homes, investments and RRSPs, is 
falling and the bottom is not yet in 
sight. 

The overriding question for the hol¬ 
iday season, therefore, is what can 
and should our governments do to 
lend a helping hand. 

My organization sought guidance 
on this question from 25 public econ¬ 
omists from across the West, individ¬ 
uals who responded with both frank¬ 
ness and a welcome sense of opti¬ 
mism. 

Their frankness came from the 
recognition that there are very real 
limitations on what the government 
of Canada can do to turn the econo¬ 
my around. Canada is a trading 
nation, and our governments have lit¬ 
tle influence and certainly no control 
over American and global demand for 
what we produce, or the price we 
receive.
